Fairfax Naulty and George Steptoe 
Washington of Philadelphia, represent­ 
ing tbe Washington Manor association, 
have been looking over tbe estate, 
which is in Jefferson county, and inter­ 
viewing John Augustine Washington, 
the present owner. 
Harewood is the oldest and most not­ 
able* of the Washington mansions. 
It 
is of stone and was built about lT.’K by 
General Washington for his brother. 
Samuel Washington. It has become of 
special interest because it was there 
that General Washington entertained 
Lafayette, Louis Philippe, the Duke of 
M o n tp e lier and Count Beaujolias. and 
It was there also that Dolly Payne 
Todd became Dolly Madison, who was 
for eight years mistress of the White 
House.

Ile says that while the season 
opened nicely business began to fall 
off terribly ju st before the election. 
W hile that was expected, it was also 
anticipated that after th at event re­ 
ceipts would increase. But they didn’t, 
aud that is w hy so many little com pa­ 
nies came to grief early in January. 
They struggled along from town to

Ham burg-Am erican 
Steamship company ant! foremost in 
the project for the acquisition for con­ 
nections which will enable it to girdle 
the globe, said to a New York W orld 
reporter before sailing for Europe the 
other day th at plans had progressed so 
satisfactorily that in a few weeks he 
believed the entire arrangem ent would 
lie completed. 
For this enterprise will 
lie required more than $250,000,000^ As 
has been previously told, the Ham burg- 
American com pany's purchase of the 
Atlas Steam ship Hue was a part of this 
enterprise, likewise the negotiations to 
acquire control of the Atchison, Topeka 
aud Santa Fe railroad, w ith its leased 
lines and branches. 
The company is 
getting control of the steam ship lines 
plying between San 
Francisco and 
Hongkong, is contracting for fast ves­ 
sels for the Pacific and is also negotiat­ 
ing with railroads all over Europe.

long distance shipping. 
“We will be able to transport direct 
from H am burg to Hongkong over our 
own lines. We will lie able to carry 
European products to oriental m arkets 
much cheaper th an by 
the present 
method of transportation. 
Also the 
Asiatic m arket will be able to get its 
products to Europe much cheaper than 
it has been able to.” 
The Ham burg-Am erican line bas a 
capital of $20,000,000, but this will 
soon be greatly increased. 
The A tch­ 
ison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad 
owns 7,108 miles of tracks. 
It com­ 
bines in its own system the Gulf, Col­ 
orado and Santa Fe railw ay, the South­ 
ern California and the Santa F e P a­ 
cific railroad, w ith all their branches, 
besides many leased lines. 
In the purchase of the Atlas line by 
the Ham burg-Am erican company 
it 
was pointed out recently by shipping 
men th a t few of the Atlas steam ships 
are of much value and th a t the trade 
of the company was not such as to ex­ 
cite the CU- dity of a large corpora­ 
tion like the purchaser. 
One of the 
chief sources of revenue of tile Atlas 
line had been the transportation of 
Iruit tor the United F ruit company. 
The contract for tins will expire on 
July I, the fruit com pany having made 
arrangem ents to put on steam ers of its 
own.

Hamburg-American Proposes to 
Be the World’s Biggest Line. 
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PLANS AEE NEABLY COMPLETE. 


Albert Bnllin Deneribe* the Stenm- 
khip rumpany'B Project For Two 
Hemisphere*—Ftnropean and Aniat- 
ic 
Market* 
to 
Kxchanice 
Their

Albert Bailli), one of the principal di­ 
rectors 
of 
tile 
Ham burg-American 
Steamship company and foremost in 
the project for the acquisition for con­ 
nections which will enable it to girdle 
the globe, said to a New York World 
reporter before sailing for Europe the 
other day that plans had progressed so 
satisfactorily that in a few weeks he 
believed the entire arrangem ent woald 
lie completed. 
For this enterprise xviii 
lie required more than $250,OOO,OOO./ As 
has been previously told, the Hamburg- 
American company’s purchase of the 
Atlas Steamship line was a part of this 
enterprise, likewise the negotiations to 
acquire control of the Atchison, Topeka 
aud Santa Fe railroad, with its leased 
lines and branches. 
The company is 
getting control of the steamship lines 
plying between 
San 
Francisco and 
Hongkong, is contracting for fast ves­ 
sels for the Pacific and is also negotiat­ 
ing with railroads all over Europe. 
Mr. Baffin was seen by the reporter 
as he was about to sail on the Deutsch­ 
land. 
‘‘The enterprise is so vast,” said he, 
“that it is difficult to give a compre­ 
hensive idea of it. 
I’m sorry the plan 
has become public, but since it has I’ll 
admit that the purchase of the Atlas 
line is only a part of our 
general 
scheme and that we are negotiating 
for the control of the Atchison, Topeka 
aud Santa Fe railroad. 
“Our company owns today 127 ocean 
steamers. 
It is the largest steamship 
company in the world. 
With tile ac­ 
quisition of the railroad to transport 
our passengers and freight across this 
contineu^, our line will practically en­ 
circle the globe, and we will control 
long distance shipping. 
“We will be able to transport direct 
from Hamburg to Hongkong over our 
own lines. We will be able to carry 
European products to oriental markets 
much cheaper than by 
the 
present 
method of transportation. 
Also 
tile 
Asiatic market will be able to get its 
products to Europe much cheaper than 
it has been able to.” 
The Hamburg-American line lias a 
capital of $20,000,000, but this will 
soon be greatly increased. 
The Atch­ 
ison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad 
owns 7,108 miles of tracks. 
It com­ 
bines in its own system the Gulf, Col­ 
orado and Santa Fe railway, the South­ 
ern California and the Santa Fe Pa- 
citic railroad, with all their branches, 
besides many leased lines. 
In the purchase of the Allas line by 
the Hamburg-American company 
it 
w as pointed out recently by shipping 
men that few of the Atlas steamships 
are of much value and that the trade 
of the company was not such as to ex­ 
cite the CU- dity of a large corpora­ 
tion like the purchaser. 
One of the 
chief sources of revenue of Hie Atlas 
line had been the transportation of 
fruit for the United Fruit company. 
The contract for this will expire on 
July I, the fruit company having made 
arrangements to put on steamers of its 
own. 
a merchant engaged in the Cen­ 
tral American trade said to tile re­ 
porter; 
“There is more behind this purchase 
of the Atlas company’s steamers than 
appears on the surface. 
It is part of 
the commercial antagonism, backed bv 


political antagonism, that is just now 
so 
clearly 
developing 
in 
Germany 
against the United States. 
Its m ean­ 
ing is that Germany has decided on a 
bold stroke to obtain a lieu on the Ni­ 
caragua canal. 
**By far the most important asset of 
the Atlas line is the Caribbean and P a­ 
cific Transit company, which has a vir­ 
tual and long lived monopoly of the 
navigation of Lake Nicaragua and the 
San Juan river, and in unfriendly 
hands it may be developed so as to se­ 
riously embarrass both the construction 
and operation of the canal. 
The new 
owners may not resort to an unfriendly 
policy, but it is very evident from the 
nature of tile franchise that they have 
secured a firm foothold and will have 
to be seriously reckoned with by the 
Nicaragua Canal company. 
The Nica­ 
raguan government, which owns the 
railroads of that country, is willing to 
soil,out for $3,000,000. 
By the acquisi­ 
tion of railroads, with the steamer con­ 
nection through the lake, the Germans 
can Lave absolute control of the com­ 
merce of the country.” 
Emil L. Boas, general manager of the 
Hamburg-American line, said: “By the 
purchase of the Atlas steamships tile 
Hamburg-American line did not obtain 
any concessions on the isthmus or in 
any part of Central America. 
It is not 
the intention of this company to cause 
the least embarrassment to the Nicara­ 
gua Canal company. 
We shall make 
no attempt to establish trade communi­ 
cation by the route mentioned above 
with Pacific ports.”

they would limit their arguments. Mr. 
Gaston began by quoting the law tend­ 
ing to show that Mr. George had been 
guilty of confiscating property which 
did not belong to him and was, there­ 
fore. guilty in one sense 
of embez­ 
zlement. 
He said that 
the 
records, 
data, etc., which were retained by the 
defendant 
had been compiled while 
he was in the employ of the city, and 
that he had no legal right to convert 
them bo his own personal use. 
They 
attorney laid much stress on the as­ 
sertion that in case of a lawsuit in­ 
volving land of which Mr. George pos­ 
sessed the 
original plats, 
the 
city 
would be 
at the m ercy of the courts, 
inasmuch as nothing but the original 
drawings would be recognized as evi­ 
dence. 
By further quoting the law’ the at­ 
torney attempted to show that in case 
Mr. George had even unintentionally 
allowed his private data to become 
mixed with the city’s he could claim 
no right to any of it. 
He also read 
the law defining what was considered 
to be public property and contended 
that all drawings, plans, note books 
and other data compiled by the defend­ 
ant 
while employed by the city un­ 
questionably belonged to the city and 
not Mr. George. 
Mr. Gaston said th*’ 
evidence of the engineers who testi­ 
fied in the defendant’s behalf, was of 
little or no signifleance, because of til** 
fact that their duties could easily be 
of a different nature 
regarding 
the 
keeping of records than those of an 
engineer in the employ of the city of 
E ast Liverpool. 
Attorney Brookes 
began his argil 
ment by saying that the 
law intro­ 
duced Ivy Mr. Gaston had no bearing 
on tho case 
whatever 
against 
Mr 
George. 
He said that in the 18 years 
hts client had worked in tills city ami 
vic inity lie had kept ills data in tin' 
books which the city was attempting 
to take from him. 
Mr. Brookes fur­ 
ther stated that the plaintiff was ask 
ing 
Mr. George 
to surrender 
data 
which he had collected years before! 
he had ever gone into the employ of 
the city, and told tho jury that a de- 
eision from thorn which would com 
pol him to relinquish his private note 
books meant that the defendant would 
be virtually robbed of his life’s labor. 
The attorney read from the same 
statute 
book which Mr. Gaston had 
quoted from, explaining what th*’ law 
rogarded as boing public data. 
He 
showed that, memoranda collected for 
private 
purposes was not considered 
public records, and that for that rea­ 
son his * !i**nt was asking for nothing 
only that 
which he had 
a 
perfect 
right 
to possess. 
The attorney ridi­ 
culed th** statem ent of Mr. Gaston that 
Mr. George had no right to hold copies 
of tho 
city records, adding that any 
person who so desired had authority 
to take copies of any and all records 
in the office of th** city engineer. Mr. 
Brookes finished his plea by saying 
that the plaintiff had asked for the 
benefit of Mr. George’s lifetime expe­ 
rience when suit was entered against 
him. 
He read law to substantiate his 
claim, stating that tf the 
defendant 
did take data belonging to the city he 
did so unintentionally, but could not 
be compelled to release it. 
He said 
that a decision of the ease in the plain­ 
tiff's favor meant that a stigma would 
be cast on Mr. George’s good name,
